Record Shown 


LITTLE ROCK (Special) — As 


disclosed in a special dispatch to 
this newspaper Tuesday the report 
filed with the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission by a commutes 
representing the Missouri-Arkansas 
Association of Tax Representatives 
shows Arkansans will pay taxes 
this year on real property which 
was assessed in 1955 at only 12.32 
per cent of actual value—although 
PSC regulations call for a 20 pel- 
cent assessment. 


The report by the two-state body, 


its sixth in as many years, reveal- 
ed, however, that a downward 
trend in evidence ever since 1950 
was checked with an upturn of one 
percentage point in 1955.

sal Service Co., is "illegal and 
void" on grounds that it diverts 
tax funds collected for other pur- 
poses. 
Under the Union County plan for 


equalization, 40 taxing agencies 
agreed to pay the appraisal com- 
pany $125,000 in 20 monthly install- 
ments to compile records for use 
in the countywide reappraisal pro- 
gram. 


County officials named in 
the 


complaint contended in Chancery 
Court that the plaintiffs did not 
state sufficient facts to constitute 
a cause of action. Chancellor R.W. 
Launius sustained the 
demurrer 


and granted an appeal. 


In the suit, Horne and Latham 


asked that county officials be 
re- 


quired to repay $6,250 spent for 
the first monthly installment 
to 


the firm. They also asked for
